On  learning  of  the 
desire  of  Cubans  to  come  to  Pen,  mis¬ 
sionaries  requested  hunger  relief 
funds  from  tbe  Foreign  Miasioa  Board 
to  begin  relief  efforts. 

Food  is  an  immediate  need  of  most 
refugees  who  had  to  leave  everything 
they  bad  in  Cuba,  according  to  J. 
Bryan  Brasington,  Foreign  Mission 
Board  aaeretary  for  aastern  South 
America.  He  said  that  missionaries 
and  national  Baptist  workers  have 
been  given  passes  to  go  into  the  re¬ 
fugee  areas. 

Besides  hunger  relief  eHorts,  Bap¬ 
tist  rdlel  workers  are  giving  refugees 
packets  of  ChristiaD  materials.  Bach 
packet  contains  a  New  Testament,  a 
set  of  tracts,  and  a  letter  telling  about 
Peru  and  introducing  Baptists.  The 
tetter  includes  names  and  addresses  of 
people  in  Baptist  churches  for  re- 
fugm  to  contact  If  they  need  assis- 
lance.

On  a  Monday  morning  several  years  ago,  I  was  scheduled  to  return  to  New 


Orleans  Seminary  to  atterrd  classes.  Due  to  mechanical  (UfBculties  with  my 
automobile  I  was  forced  to  borrow  nry  father's  car  to  make  the  trip.  Putting  my

key  to  the  trunk  as  well  as  the  Ignition  key.  Fading  secure,  I 
began  the  uneventful  kOPmile  trip  to  New  Orleansr 

My  proMans  began  when  I  tried  to  leave  New  Orleans  at  the 

end  of  the  week.  I  stopped  at  a  service  statton  and  instructed 
the  attendant  to  fill  the  car  orith  gasoline.  I  can  still  bear  his 
words  as  he  said,  “I’ll  need  the  key  to  the  gas  eap  lock.”  In  my 

rush  I  had  faded  to  realize  ttiat  I  needed  three  keys,  not  Just 

two.  In  faiUng  to  have  all  the  necessary  keys  I  was  limited  to 
my  use  of  the  autonxrbile. 


Lang  Isn’t  life  a  great  deal  like  that?  God  asks  that  wesurrender 

the  key  to  eadi  compartment  of  our  lives.  Often  we  only  want  to  turn  over  part  of 
the  k^.  kfy  experience  with  my  dad’s  car  taught  me  several  valuable  spiritual 
lessons. 

FIRST,  partial  surrender  is  EXTENSIVE.  It  is  so  conurum  to  see  people 
making  this  mistake  with  their  qdritual  lives.  It  was  so  easy  to  forget  that  third 
key.  It  caused  me  abeolutdy  no  worry  for  the  whole  week  I  was  without  it.  Are 

you  guilty  of  lack  of  full  surrender  to  God?  Do  you  rest  easy  in  s[dte  of  the  fact  that 

God  doesn’t  possess  you  completely?  If  so,  the  day  will  come  when  trouble  will 
result  from  your  lack  of  surrender. 

SECOND,  partial  surrender  is  EXPENSIVE.  When  I  realized  I  bad  failed  to 
receive  the  third  key ,  I  was  forced  to  pay  someone  to  destroy  a  perfectly  good  gas 
cap  lock.  When  we  fail  to  surrender  all  of  our  life  to  God,  it  ^ts  very  expensive.  It 
is  expensive  to  us  as  Christians  and  It  is  expensive  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

THIRD,  partial  surrender  is  EXCLUSIVE.  I  leamed  from  my  experience  that 
with  partid  surrender  we  are  very  limited  in  our  performance.  In  the  beginning  I 
could  go  just  as  fast  and  just  as  far  as  I  needed  to  go  with  only  two  keys.  However, 
a  ttnoe  came  when  I  could  go  no  further  and  do  no  more  without  ttie  tjdnl  key. 
Often  God  wants  to  take  us  further  in  our  Christian  experience.  He  has  new 
blessings  and  new  opportunities  for  us.  But  He  can  take  us  no  further  until  all  the 
keys  of  our  life  are  surrendered  to  Him.  Don’t  hesitate!  Surrender  your  all  to  God
